To sell the present Boys’ High school 
building for $75.000 and. erect a modern 
structure on a ten-acre lot in Pied- 
mnront park was the proposition offered 
by Mayor Winn to the board of educa- 
tion at its meeting yesterday after- 


noon. 
iivery member of the board present 
Heertily indorsed the suggestion and 
it resulted ima vote to recommend the 
idea to the city council. 
Fourteen Councilmen Favor Pian. 
Mayor Winn stated that he has 
talked with fifteen councilmen, and 
that fourteen were in accord with his 
views and readily offered their support 


in the project. 

The proposition came up while the 
board of education was discussing the 
lack of room in the present Boys’ High 
school building. After reviewing sev- 
eral plans for securing rooms in neigh- 
boring buildings. in order to accom- 
modate the overflow classes, Mr. Winn 
arose and outlined his plan for erect- 
ing a new structure. 

“As is plain to be seen,” he said, 
“the present building is very inade- 
quate. Not only that, but it is unde- 
sirably* located. Here in a semi-com- 
jercia) section ig not the proper neigh- 
Lerhood in which to house youngsters 
for the school period of a day. Coun*

commodious building. Play grounds, 
a spacious campus and an athletic field 
can be constructed, and the Boys’ High 
school made one of the state’s model 
institutions.” 

Councitimen Indorse Idea. 

“Tt have talked about the feasibility 
of building a new school with fifteen 
councilmen,” said Mr. Winn, “fourteen 
of whom were in accord with the plan 
and offered aid in putting it into ef- 
fect.” 

Following the mayor's speech several 
short talks on the proposed plan were 
made by members of the board, all of 
whom gave it their full indorsement, 
and offered their support. 

While the subject was under consid- 
eration attention was called to the fact 
that the present school was inconven- 
icntly located for the boys of the city. 

Arising, a member of the board said 
that the new building, tn case it were 
erected, would be too far away for boys 
residing in the South side and other 
distant points. 

“At present,” said Mr. Winn in an- 
awer, “there are scores of students who 
ride street cars and bicycles to the 
achool. It would not be much more 
difficult for them to go to Piedmont 
park. 

Sell Buliding for Big Sum. 

“IT am sure that the present building 
can be sold for $75,000. The 
city would be at no great expense in 
erecting the new building, and it could 
be constructed in a most modern 
style.” 

Following the short talks on the 
plan delivered by members the board, 
by a unanimous vote, decided to ask 
the councll to sell the present building 
and erect a new one in Piedmont park. 

Mayor Winn said he believed the 
council would readily adopt the plan 
and act upon it. 

It is pointed out by frjends of the 
new plan that the presen® high school 
building is very inadequate. There is 
no campus and the students at recess 
@re forced to congregate on the streets 

nd in the hallways. The rooms are 
early always crowded. 

Building Will Be Crowded, 

Next year school officials predict 
hat the building will be absolutely 

nable to accommodate the boys. 

The plan for the new building is to 
prect a structure modern in every de- 
ail. A ten-ache plot will be secured 
for the grounds and provision will be 
made for a spacious campus and an 
athietic field for baseball, football. 
basketbal] and other kinds of games. 

Piedmont park is an ideal place for a 
beys’ school. The environments are 
ideal and the spot which Mayor Winn 
and the board has in mind for the 
erection of the bullding is surrounded 
by large trees. It is near the Pied- 
mont Driving Club.

Washington, December 21.—A wool 
bill, framed according to President 
Taft’s recommendations on the tariff 
board’s report on schedule K, will be 
prepared by the house republicans on 
the ways and means committee. Re- 
publican leaders in the senate, who 
have similar plans, suggested today 
that the senate and house republicans 
would get together during the Christ- 
mas recess and have a Dill ready by 
the time the democrats have a measure 
ready to report. 

Regular republicans in the senate 
say they will frame a bill that will 
put the issue of protection clearly up 
to the progressives and force them on 
record. The progressive leaders retort- 
ed that “they were already on record 
in favor of a protective duty equal to 
the difference in the cost of production 
here and abroad. 

Some of the senate leaders professed 
great concern as to where the progres¢ 
sives would stand on the democratic 
wool bill which is sure to come over 
from the house. The general opinion 
seemed to be that the progressive re- 
publicans would take their choice of 


the two measures, and use the strength’ 


which a merger with the democrats 
would give them, to force amendments 
to the republican bill. Progressive lead- 
ers say they are anxious to revise 
schedule K at this session of congress, 
and they promise to use all the prac- 
tices known to senate tactics to do it. 

It seems to be agreed that the pro- 
gressives will take no step in framing 
a measure now, but will depend upon 
the two which are certain to come from 
the regular republicans and the demo- 
crats. Most of the progressive leaders 
will be away from Washington during 
the Christmas holidays. Senator La 
Follette is to speak in Ohio, and so will 
Senator Clapp and others. The house 
progressives, also, will campaign in 
Ohio, Representatives Murdock, Len- 
root and Norris being among those 
who are intending to speak.

For Cotton Acreage Reduction 
By Southern Congress Executives, 


Pledges From Farmers Through 
State and County Organiza- 
tions to Be Secured——Bank-. 
ers and Business Men to Be 


Asked to Assist. 


New Orleans, December 21.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Southern 
Cotton Congress adjourned tonight 
after deciding upon a plan to secure a 
reduction in the cotton acreage of the 
south to the extent of 25 per cent 
next year and taking steps to secure 
the uniform operation of the plan in 
all the cotton-growing states. 

The plan adopteg’ is a modification 
of the so-called “Rock Hill plan,” 
which was proposed to the committee 
by J. G. Anderson, of Rock Hill, 8. C,, 
and provides for securing signed 
pledges from farmers through state 
and county organizations. In the 
“declaration” adopted it is specifically 
stated that the organization “does not 
wish to do anything which may be in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law.” 

The state organizations are to call 
upon bankers and business.men to as- 
sistthe farmers insecuring sufficient 
organizations’ expenses. Each state 
organization, headeg by a superintend- 
ent, is to appoint committees in each 
county and, in turn, township commit- 
tees are to be organized. Paid can- 
vassers are to be employed to secure 
signatures of farmers to the pledges 
to curtail acreage. The form of 
pledge used by the Farmers’ Union 
was approved and adopted as the form 
to be employed in this work. 

The reports ,on acreage reduction 
from the various staté superintendents 
are to be filed with E. J. Watson, 
president of the congress, at Columbia, 
Ss. C., by March 1, 1912, and, after the 
figures are compiled they will be pub- 
iished throughout the south. 

To Hold Rallies. 

The committee recommended that 
farmers’ rallies, intended to aid in thig 
movemént, be held on January 25, next, 
at every school house in the cotton 
belt, to be followed on January 27 by 
courty rallies at the varivus county 
Seats. 

Already, it was stated, state and 
county organizations are actively at 
work in Texas, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi to secure a reduction in cotton 
acreage, and great success was report- 
ed by the delegates from these states, 

R. D. Bowen, of Paris, Texas, di- 
rected attention to a report published 
in the Farmers’ Union journal at Ar- 
lington, Texas, over the signature of 
officers of the Texas state union, 
charging that the a@gures on which the 
federal agricultural department based 
its estimate of the cotton crop are diz- 
torted, to the great injury of the cot- 
ton planters: This statement charged 
that 1,250,000 bales of cotton are virtu- 
ally eounted twice by the government 
in making up the estimate of the prob- 
able of the season’s crop: 

Governor Noel, of Mississippi, sug- 
gested that this was a very serious 
charge, and should be immediately 
brought to the attention of Secretary 
Wilson at Washington. 

New Pian Proposed. 

G. R. Hightower, of Jackson, Miss., 
addressed the committee, after the 
conclusion of its regular work, regard- 
ing an entirely new cotton-holding 
plan, which, he stated, Mississippi was 
willing to enter upon at any time, if 
joined by the other cotton-growing 
states. It was estimated by the repre- 
sentatives present that about 25 per 
cent of the present cotton crop is be- 
ing held by the farmers for higher 
prices. 

The executive committee will meet 
again on March 20, at some Place to be 
designated by President Watson. The 
meeting was presided over by Captain 
R. F. Kolb, Alabama’s commissioner of 
agriculture. 


30,000 CORPORATIONS 
TRYING TO COMPROMISE 


They Failed to Make Returns 
to Government Showing 
Net Income. 


Washington, December 21.—The 30,- 
000 corporations which failed to make 
the necessary returns to the commis- 


sioner of internal revenue for the year 
of 1910, showing their net income as 
a basis for taxation under the corpora- 
tion tax law, are endeavoring to make 
compromises with the government. The 
delay in most cases was due to the 
question of the constitutionality of 
the law. 

Since the supreme court rendered its 
decision on this point lats Maren about 
28,000 of the delinquent concerns have 
proposed compromises. The remainder 
will be prosecuted to obtain the reve- 
nue. Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Cabell has requested all United 
States attorneys who will be engaged 
in this litigation te obtain the penalty, 
ranging from $1,000 to $10,000 for the 
non-presentation of returns through a 
civil suit instead of indictment. 
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PREMIER YUM 


Big Man of China Wishes ta 
Preserve the Throne. 


Determination of Yuan _ to 
Fight Against the Establish- 
ment of Republic and For 
the Throne Shatters Hopes 
For Early Peace. 


Pekin, Decembér 21.—Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai today gave his answer to those 
who are aiming to transform China 
into a republic. In an official. state- 
ment ‘he declared without qualifica- 
tion that he refused to accept a re- 


public. 

At the Shanghai. peace conference 
yesterday Wu Ting Fang, foreign min- 
ister in the revolutionary provisional 
cabinet, spoke strongly in favor of a 
republic, and later Chief Tang Shao ¥} 
said that he was convinced that the ab- 
dication of the emperor and the es- 
tablishment of a republic was the only 
thing that would satisfy the people. 
At the same time he expressed doubt 
whether it would be possible to per- 
suade Yuan Shi Kaf to abandon his 
plan for a limited monarchy. 

Yuan Will Uphold Monarchy. 

It@s believed here that Yuan Shi Kai 
means what he says and will uphold 
the.monarchy. A new situation has 
arisen. Great Britain, which has been 
supporting the premier’s monarchial 
program for several weeks, is now 
strengthened by Japan and is endeav- 
oring to obtain the support of the 
United States and other countries. 
Great ‘Britain believes the separation 
of the dependencies of Manchuria, Mon- 
gelia and Thibet, and the serious dis- 
integration of China proper would re- 
sult from the establishment of a re- 
public, whereas the republicans have 
already obtained in a material way 
everything they desired. Only the 
name of the monarchy is left. 

It is stated that the American group, 
if no: the American state department, 
already supports the British idea, and 
are ready with two, if not three, of the 
otherg of the “four-nation group” of 
fianciers, to lend Yuan Shi Kai’s gov- 
ernment money. Negotiations to this 
end have been proceeding for some 
days. 

Great Britain’s Initiative. 

It was on Great Britain's initiative 
that the six powers urged the Shang- 
hai peace conference to reach an agree- 
ment. Now Great Britain is endeavor- 
ing to petsuade the rebels to come to 
terms. It is pointed out that British 
interference igs not directed against 
China's intcrests, but against the sen- 
timentai idez in such cases where the 
practical interests of the entire nation 
are being jeopardized. The extension 
of the armistice for ten days to which 
the revolutionists have agreed has 
given some hope, but unless the revo- 
lutionists accept Premier Yuan's of- 
fer the only alternative is continuation 
of the conflict with possible division 
of the country, the dependencies rally- 
ing around the northern empire. 

The premier has sent 3,000 troops of 
the Twentieth division to Chin Wang 
Tao on the coast of Chile, with the ob- 
ject of preventing republican troops 
from assembling .in the north. Pre- 
cautions are also being taken below 
the Tien Tsin. 

Washington Is Gloomy. 

Washington, December 24—Wash- 
ington was gloomy today over the van- 
ishing prospect for a speedy conclusion 
of a peace agreement between the im- 
perialists and republicans in China. The 
status of the peace conference at 
Shanghai was reported as very discour- 
aging. It appears the revolutionaries 
themselves are advancing their own de- 
mands to a point which threatens to 
defeat any possible agreement. Ameri- 
can naval officers have been instructed 
to be in readiness to respond to any 
appeals for protection from Americar 
and foreign interests. It is considered 
not improbable that a general] outbreak 
of anti-foreign feeling would follow a 
complete disagreement of the peace 
commissioners at Shanghai. 
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NEW YORK PROMISED 
TO PRESIDENT TAFT 


G. O. P. Leader States That 
Roosevelt Is Not a Can- 
didate. 


New York, December 21.—President 
Taft went back to Washington earl; 
today with assurances from Samuei 
Koenig, republican county chairman, 
that he would have the support of the 
New York county delegation at the 
coming national convention. Chair- 
man Koenig took the occasion of the 
president's visit to state that Colonel 
Roosevelt was not a candidate for 
1912. 

The president returned without see- 
ing Colonel Roosevelt or receiving any 
cammunication from him, A visit paid 
by Dr. Lyman Abbott started a report

He gave his approval to the proposed 
national reserve association. As to the 
Management of this association the 
president said that this was mainly 
bankers’ work and the banks could be 
trustec hetter than anybody else to 
conduct it. However, he urged that 
some form of government supervision 
and ultimate contro! would prevail, 
and that the currency reform should 
not b> made a political issue,

plan into which it could have been ‘n- 
troduced would probably have been 
defeated.

And ingenious 
and n>vel as the proposed National 
Reserve Association appears, it simply 
is a logical outgrowth of what is best 
in our present system, and is, in fact, 
the fulfillment of that system. 

“Exactly how the management of 
that association should be organized 
is a question still open. It seems to 
be desirable that the banks which 
would own the association shou!d in 
the main manage it. It will be an 
agency of the banks to act for them, 
and they can be trusted better than 
anybody else chiefly to conduct it. It 
is mainly bankers’ work. But ther: 
must be some form of government su- 
pervision and ultimate control, and. I 
favor a reasonable representation of 
the government in the management. I 
cntertain no fear of the introduction. I 
pelitics of of any undesirable infiu- 
erces from a properly measured gov- 
ernment representation, 

“IT trust that all banks of the coun- 
try possessing the requisite standards 
will be vlac upon a footing of per- 
fect equality of opportunity. Both the 
national system and the state system 
should be fairly recognized, leaving 
them eventually to coalesce if that 
shall prove to be their tendency. 

“With the present prospects of thig 
long-awaited reform encouraging uz, 
it would be siagularly unfortunate if 
this monéetary question should by any 
chance become a party issue, And I 
sincerely hope it will not. The ez- 
ceeding amount of consideration it has 
received from the people of the nation 
has been wholiy non-partisan, and the 
congress set its non-partisan seal upon 
it when the monetary commission was 
appointed. In commending the ques- 
tion to the favorable consideration of 
congress, I speak for, and in the spir.t 
of, the great number of my fellow 
citizens who without any thought of 
party or partisanship feel with re- 
rarkable earnestness that this reform 
is necessary to the interests of all the 
people. 


The War Department. 


“There is now before congress a 
bill, the purpose of which is to in- 
crease the efficiency and decrease the 
expense of the army. I+ contains four 
principal features: First, a cunsolida- 
tion of the general staff with the ad- 
jutant general's and the inspector gen- 
eral’'s departments; second, a consoli- 
dation of the quartermaster’s depar:- 
ment with the subsistence and the pay 
departments; tiird, the creation of an 
army service corps; «nd fourth, an ex- 
tension of the enlistment period from 
three to five years. 

“With the establishment of an army 
service corps, as proposed in the bili, 
I am thoroughly in accord. I also be- 
lieve that a corsolicgation of the staff 
corps can. be made with a resulting 
increase in efficiency and economy, 
but not along the lines provided in 
the bill under consideration. 

“IT am opposed to any plan the result 
of which would be to break up or in- 
terfere with the essential principles of 
the detail system in the staff corps 
established by the act of February 2, 
i901, and I am opposed to any plan 
the result of which would be to give 
to the officer selected as chief of staff 
or to any other member of the general 


staff corps greater perrranency of of- 


fice than he now hes. Under the ex- 
isting law neither the chief of staff 
nor any other member of the general 
staff corps can remain in office for a 


period of more than four years, and | 


there must be an interval of two years 
between successive tours of duty. 
“The bill referred to provides that 
certain persons shall become perma- 
nent members of the general 
corps, and that certain others are sub- 
ject to redetail without an interval of 
iwo years. Such provision is fraught 
with danger to the welfare of the 
army, and wcvid practically n.llify 
the main purpese of the law creating 
the general staff. 
“In makirg the consolidations t:o re- 
ductions shoule be made in the total 
number of officers of the army, of 
whom there are now too few to per- 
form the duties impesed by iaw.

The Panama Canal. : 


“The very’ satisfactory progress 
made on the Panama canal last year 
has continued, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that the canal will be 
completed as early as the ist of July, 
1913, unless something unforeseen 0oc- 
curs. This is about eighteen months 
before the time promised by the en- 
gineers. 

“We are now near enough the com- 
pletion of the canal to make it im- 
peratively necessary that legislation 
should be enacted to fix the method 
by which the canal shall be maintained 
and controlled and the zone governed. 
The fact is that today there is no stat- 
utory law by authority of which the 
president is maintaining the govern- 
ment of the zone. Such authority was 
given in an amendment to the Spooner 
act, which expired by the terms of its 
own limitation some years ago. Since 
that time the government has contin- 


general that in the absence of action 
by congress, there is necessarily an 
implied authority on the part og the 
executive tO maintain a government in 
a territory in which he has to see that 
the laws are executed. 

“I fully concur with the secretary of 
war that the problem is simply the 
management of a great public work, 
and not the government of a local re- 
public; that every provision must be 
directed toward the successful main- 
tenance of the canal as an avenue of 
commerce, and that all provisions.for 
the government of those who _ live 
within the zone should be subordinate 
to the main purpose. 

“T am very confident that the United 
States has the power to relieve from 
the payment of tolls any part of our 
shipping that congress deems wise. 
We own the canal. It was our money 
that built it. We have the right ‘to 
charge tolls for its use. The tolls must 
be the same to everyone; but when we 
are dealing with our own ships, the 
practice of many governments of sub- 
sidizing their own merchant vessels fs 
so well established in general that a 
subsidy equal to the tolls, an equiva- 
lent remission of tolls, cannot be held 
to be a discrimination in the use of 
the canal. The practice in the Suez 
canal makes this clear. 


Rivers and Harbors. 


“The estimates for the rivers and 
harbors improvements reach $32,000,- 
000 tor the coming year. I wish to 
urge that whenever a project has been 
adopted by congress as one to be com- 
pleted, the more money which can be 
economically expended in its construc- 
tion in each year, the greater the ul- 
timate economy. This has especial ap- 
pljcation to the improvement of fhe 
Mississippi river and its large 
branches. 

Removal of Clerks of Federal Courts. 


“The report of the attorney general 
shows that he has subjected to close 
examination the accounts of the clerks 
of the federal courts; that he has 
tound a good many which disclose ir- 
regularities or dishonesty; but that he 
has had considerable difficulty in se- 
curing an effecti prosecution or re- 
moval of the clerks thus derelict. I 
am certainly not unduly  prejudiccd 
against the federal courts, but the fact 
is that the long and confidential rela- 
tions which grow out of the tenure 
for life on the part of the judge and 
the practical tenure for life on the 
part of tne clerk are not calculated to 
secure the strictness of dealing by the 
judge with the clerk in respect to his 
fees and accounts which assures in 
the clerk’s conduct a freedom for 
overcharges and carelessness, The re- 
lationship between the judge and the 
clerk makes it ungracious for mem- 
bers of the bar to complain of the 
clerk or for department examiners to 
make charges against him to be heard 
by the court, and an order of removal 
of a clerk and a judgment for the re- 
covery of fees are in some cases re- 
luctantly entered by the judge. For 
this reason 1 recommend an amend- 
ment to the law whereby the presi- 
dent shall be givem power jo remove 
the clerks for cause. This provision 
need not interfere with the right of 
the judge to appvint his clerk or tw 
remove him, 

Workmen’s Compensation Commission. 


“The limitation of the liability of the 
master to his servant for personal in- 
juries to such as are occasioned by 
his fault has been abandoned in most 
civilized countries and provision made 
whereby the employee injured in the 
course of his employment is compen- 
sated for his loss of working ability 
irrespective of negligence. The last 
congress authorized the appointment of 
a commission to investigate thé sub- 
ject of employers’ Mability and work- 
men’s compensation and to report the 
result of their investigations, through 
the president, to congress. It is hoped 
and expected that the commission will 
suggest legislation which will enable 
us to put in the place of the present 
wasteful and sometimes unjust system 
of employers’ liability a plan of com- 
pensation which will afford some cer- 
tain and definite relicf to all emplovees 
who are injured in the course of their 
employment in those industries which 
are subject to the regulating power 
of congress. 

“In promotion of the movement for 
the prevention of delay and unneces- 
sary cost, in litigation, I am glad to 
say that the supreme court has taken 
steps to reform the present equity 
rules of the federal courts, and that 
we may in the near future expect a re- 
vision of them which will be a long 
step in the right direction. 

“The American Bar Association has 
recommended to congress several] bills 
expediting procedure, one of which 
has already passed the nouse unani- 
mously, February 6, 1911. This directs 
that no judgment should .be set aside or 
reversed, or new trial granted, unless 
it appears to the court, after an ex- 
amination of the entire cause, that the 
error complained of has injuriously af- 
fected the substantial righta of the 
parties, and also provides for the sub- 
mission of issues of fact to a jury, 
reserving questions of law for subse- 
quent argument and decision. I hope 
this bill will pass the senate and be- 
come law, for it will simplify the pro- 
cedure at law. 

“Another bill to amend Chapter 11 
of the Judicial Code, in order to avoid 
errors in pleading, was presented by 
the same association, and one enlarg- 
ing the jurisdiction of the suprente 
court so as to permit that court to 
examine, upon a writ of error, all 
cases in which any right or title is 
claimed under the constitution, or any 
statute or treaty of the United States, 
whether the decision in the court be- 
low has been against the right or titie 
or in its favor. Both these measures 
are in the interest of justice 
should be passed. a 

Postoffice. 


“At the beginning of the present 
administratio& in 1909 the postal serv- 
ice was in arrears to the extent of 
$17,479,770.47. It was very much the 
largest deficit on record. In the bricf 
space of two years this has been turned 
into a surplus of $220,000, which has 
been accomplished without curtailment 
of the postal facilities, as may be seen 
by the fact that there have been ¢s- 
tablished 3,744 new postoffices; deliv- 
ery by carrier has been added to the 
service in 186 citles; 2,516 new rural 
routes nave been established, cover- 
ing 60,000 miles; the force of postal 
employees has been increased in these 
two years by more than 8,000, and their 
average annua! salary has had a sub- 
stantial increase. 

“On January 3, 1911, postal savings 
depositories were established experi- 
mentally in 48 states and territories.

After three months’ successful opera- 
tion the system was extended as rapid- 
ly as feasible to the 7,500 postoffices 
of the first, second and third classes 
constituting the presidential grade. By 
the end of the year practically all of 
these will have been designated and 
then the system will be extended to all 
fourth-class postoffices doing a money- 
order business. 

“The deposits have kept pace with 
the extension of the system. Amounting 
to only $60,652 at the end of the first 
month’s operation in the experimental 
offices, they increased to $679,310 by 
July and now after 11 months of opéfa- 
tion have reached a total of $11,000,000. 
This sum is distributed among 2,71 
banks and protected under the law by 
bonds deposited with the treasurer of 
the United States.

“T have already advocated, in my 
last annual message, the adoption of a 
civil service retirement system, with 
a contributory feature to it so as to 
reduce to a minimum the cost to the 
government of the pensions to be paid, 
After considerable’ reflection, I am 
very much opposed to a pension sys- 
tem that involves no contribution fnom 
the employees. I think the experi- 
ence of other governments justifies 
this view; but the crying necessity 
for some such contributory system, 
with possibly a preliminary governe- 
mental outlay, in -order to cover the 
initial cost and to set the system go- 
ing at once while the contributions 
are accumulating, is manifest on every 
side. Nothing will so much promote 
the economy and efficiency of the 
government as such a system. 


Elimination of AU Lecal Offices From 
Politics. 


“I wish to renew again my recom- 
mendation that all the local offices 
throughout the country, including col- 
lectors of internal revenue, collectors 
of customs, postmasters of all four 
classes, immigration commissioners 
and marshals, should be by law cover- 
ed into the classified service, the 
necessity for confirmation by the sen- 
ate be removed, and the president and 
the others, whose time is now taken 
up in distributing this patronage un- 
der the custom that has prevailed 
since the beginning of the govern- 
ment in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the senators and con- 
gressmen of the majority party, should 
be relieved from this burden. I am 
confident that such a change would 
greatly reduce the cost of administefe 
ing the government, and that it would 
add greatly~ to its efficiency. It 
woulg take away the power to use 
the patronage of the government for 
political: purposes. When officers are 
recommended by senators and con- 
gressmen from political motives and 
for political services rendered, it is 
impossible to expect that while in 
office the appointees will not regard 
their tenure as more or léss dependent 
upon continued political service for 
their patrons, and no regulations, 
however stiff or rigid, will prevent 
this, because such regulations, in view 
of the method and motive for selecfion 
are plainiy inconsistent and deeme 
hardly worthy of respect.” 4

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RUSS RESOLUTION 
APPROVED BY TAFT 


Last Step Taken Towards the 
Abrogation of Treaty 
of 1832. 


Washington, December 21.—With 
Secretary of State Knox as the only 
witness, Presidcnt Taft at 10:17 a, m. 
today signed the joint resolution 
passed by congress ratifying hie ac- 
tion in serving notice on Russia of the 
abrogation of the treaty of 1832 with 
that country. The treaty automatical- 
ly will continue in effect until January 
1, 1913. In the meantime efforts will 
be made to negotiate a new pact elimi 
nating the cause of friction, which led 
to the termination of the old one. 

The house late yesterday acceptei 
the senate resolution as a substitute 
for the Sulzer resolution, which in- 
itilated the legislation, 

Upon his return from New York this 
morning President Taft immediately 
inquired if the resolution was ready 
for his signature, lt had been signed 
by Vice President Sherman and Speax- 
er Clark last night. President Taft 
affixed his signature as soon as he 
reached his desk in the executive of- 
fices and the last step of the abroga- 
tion proceedings had been taken. 

Coincident with the signing of the 
resolution of abregation today there 
was made public at the white house 
an exchange of telegrams between 
President Taft and the Emperor of 
Russia. The president, under date of 
December 139, sent his best wishes to 
the emperor in connection with the 
ecelebraticn of the feast of St. Nicholas, 
the name saint of the Russia ruler. 

The message follows: 

“I beg to offer to your majesty my 
cordial felicitations upon this anni- 
versary and the assurances of my higa 
regard and good wishes for yourself 
and for the nation over which your 
majesty reigns.” 

The emperor replied 

“Pray accept ‘my cordial 
your congratulations 
wishes.”

ADULTERATED PAPER . 
SOLD TO GOVERNMENT 


In Consequence Many Printed 
Records Will Become 
Illegal. 


Washington, December 21.—Discov- 
ery by the congressional joint commit- 
tee on printing that “adulterated” pa- 
per had been used for years in the 
government printing office today led 
to the announcement of a complete new 
set of government paper standards. 
The adulteration was accomplished by 
the substitution of clay for the more 
substantial wood or rag fibers, leading 
to the grave fear that many of the 
printed records of the government will] 
crumble and becqme unreadable in less 
than a century. 

In new specifications for next year's 
paper supply, use of clay and mineral 
“filler” is closely restricted. Excessive 
use of clay, it is said, is deliberate 
adulteration. The government's annual 
paper bil! is about $1,000,000. Hereafter 
the public printer will not buy paper 
direct. Proposals will be passed upon 
by the committee.

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HOLDERS 
MUST PAY TAXES 


On Dividends Paid to Them by 
Mutual and “Participating” 
Life Companies. 


“Washington, December 21.—Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Cabell to- 
day decided that the dividends paid by 
“participating” insurance 
companies to their policyholders are 
subject to assessment as income under 
the corporation tax law. 

“The companies contended, according 
to the commissioner, that these divi- 
dendsa were not dividends in the com- 
mereial sense, but simply refunds to 
policyholders of an overcharge in the 
insurance premium. 

Some of them admitted, he added, 
that exigencies of business and com- 
petition had resulted in the companies 
making “misrepresentations of facts aa 
to dividends to their prospective pur- 
chasers of insurance. Involved in the 
decision is about $400,000 revenue for 
the government. 

Counsel for certain of the insurance 
companies declared their literature, 
contracts and representations of agents 
should be ignored in determining the 
question of taxation, 

Mr. Cabell said they declared that, 
owing to competition in the insurance 
business, it was necessary to make mis- 
representation of facts as to dividends 
to prospective insurance purchasers. 
He said names and terms with specific 
meanings in the commercial world were 
utilized by the companies, and entirely 
different interpretations inferred. 

It was represented to Mr. Cabell that, 
in fact, there are no dividends, but 
merely refund of overcharges, which 
were referred to as “dividends.” 

Mr. Cabell held the contention un- 
tenable, and enforced the taxation, 
which will cover not only the “cagh’”’ 
dividend, but those applying to the re- 
newal of premiums to shorten the en- 
dowment or premium-paying pefiods or 
to purchase 127 paid-up additions and 
annuities.

Like the gift from the people of 
France of Bartholdi’s statue of “Lib- 
erty,” the presentation of “la France,” 
which is the figure of a woman, marks 
historically another epech in the rela- 
tions of fraternity between France and 
the United States of America. 

President Feallieres will head the ligt 
of subscribers and will be followed by 
Foreign Minister Justin de Selves, Am- 
bassador Jusserand, Gabriel Hanotaux, 
president of the Franco-American com- 
mission for the development of politi- 
cal, economic, literary and artistic re- 
lations, and Count De Rochambeau. 

Ambassador Jusserand, in accord 
with the French foreign office, initiated 
the movement, but as it was wished 
to have a public rather than a govern- 
mental testimonial, the Franco-Amer- 
ican committee was requested to as- 
ssume the direction. 

An appeal to the public for sub- 
scriptions wil! appear in the newspa- 
pers tomorrow. This will indicate that 
France is deeply touched by the recent 
manifestations of American friendship 
for this country, through the dedica- 
tion of statutes of Frenehmen in 
America. , 

The approaching glorification of 
Champlain, who conceived a vast pro- 
ject of a French-America from Cana- 
da to Louisiana, on which later the 
great American republic was develop- 
ed, is admirably suited to express the 
warmth of French affection, 

Gabriel Hanotaux will relate to- 
morrow in The Figaro the interesting 
story of how Auguste Rodin’s “la 
France” happened to be selected. He 
says the committee was at a loss to 
know just what offering to send to 
America which would harmonize with 
the imposing architecture of the 
Champlain monument, It finally de- 
cided that the offering must be a true 
jewel. The members first visited the 
studio ef Auguste Rodin, because he 
is popular in America, and walked 
throwgh the various salons. Suddenly 


they discovered the bronze bust, “la 
France.” The writer continues: 
“Imagine our emotion! We sought a 
symbol and we found France herself— 
& pretty France, full of grace, vivaci- 
ty ang courage, a young French wom- 
an with a frank and loyal regard. a 
young woman who is a replica of our 
Clotildes, Henriettes, Blanches and 
Jeannais. Her hair is arranged like 
a helmet and her attire is a cuirass. 
We sought a French thought and we 
fvund an image of France herself.”

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Colonel Henry Watterson, the noted 
editor of The Louisville Courier- 
Journal, who comes to Atlanta Sun- 
day, once made Atlanta his home. He 
was here during the stormiest period 
of the city’s history, that part of 1863 
when the federal lines were gradually 
being tightened around the southern 
town. 


Even then his pen was a vigorous 
one, and one that had already attracted 
the attention of southern journalism. 
| Those were the days of the mighty 
editorial writers, of whose school Col- 
onel Watterson is the last and per- 
haps the greatest example. 

The place occupied by Colonel Wat- 
terson in American journalism is 
unique. Since he has been in news- 
Paper work the methods of the press 
have become entirely revolutionized. 


page was the newspaper. The public 
read, not so much to see what the 
world was doing, but what the editor 
thought of the occurrences of the 
period. This school developed such 
giants as Greeley, Dana, Jones, Story, 
Medill, Wheelock, and Scott and Wat- 
terson was the peer of them all 
Then Methods Changed. 

Then methods changed. The exten- 
sion of the telegraph, the inveyfhon of 
the linotype, the development of the 
railroad all served to permit of news 
being printed in its smallest detail. 
The public began to care less and less 
for opinions and more and more for 
facts. The old school of editorial 
writers disappeared, but Watterson re- 
mained. 
| Since 1868 he has been editor of The 
Courier-Journal, and for twenty years 
he has been considered the Nestor and 
the chief of all American editors. 

Colonel Watterson was a young man 
when he came to Atlanta. He came 
here to take charge of The. Southern 
Confederacy, a daily paper, which had 
just been bought by John H. James, 
one of Atlanta’s pioneers. Mr. James 
remembers Colonel Watterson vividly, 
and views with interest his approach- 
ing visit. 

“In 1863,” said Mr. James yesterday, 
“George W. Adair and James H. Smith 
sold The Southern Confederacy. A firm 
of which I was a member, James & 
Daniel, it was called, took charge. 

“Watterson was the paper’s first and 
only editor. I don’t recall just how he 
happened to come to Atlanta, but I 
know he was given editorial charge 
aS soon as he appeared in the office, 
as he had already made quite a repu- 
tation as a writer. With him came a 
fellow called John Happy. Nashville 
was his home. He wags the only local 
reporter, while Watterson’ wrote edito- 
rials, which were devoted to the cause 
of the south. 

“He was the hardest worker I ever 
saw, and could write faster than any 
man living. While at work his p Seger 
woulé fairly fly, and column after col-

umn were turned out in less time than 
the words could be spoken, it seemed 
to me. 

“T left Atlanta in the fall of ’63. The 
yankees had already’ reached Chatta- 
nooga, and I could foresee that it 
would not be a long time before they 
would be here. I went to Nassau, in 
the Bahama islands, but was driven 
from there by a yellow fever epidemic, 
and spent the rest of my time in Can- 
ada until the close of the war. 

“Watterson was left in absolute 
charge of the paper. When I returned 
to Atlanta he had departed. I don’t 
know just exactly what became of the 
paper, but I believe that when Atlanta 
fell, publication of the journal was 
ordered stopped on account of its pro- 
confederate policy. I guess Watter- 
On was here when the yankees came.” 

Knew Many Presidents. 

This was at the beginning, prac- 
tically, of the famous editor’s wonder- 
ful life. In addressing President Taft 
at a recent meeting in Louisville hs 
remarked that he had personally known 
each president with the exception of 
the first five and the ninth, 

The first five were Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, Madison and Mon- 
roe, and the ninth was William Henry 
Harrison. Many of the men, such as 
John Quincy Adams and Andrew Jack- 
son, he must have known as a small 
boy when he lived in Washington. He 
was born in Washington, and seems to 
have absorbed an interest in public 
affairs from the very beginning. 

In one of his interesting lectures 
Colonel Watterson said: 

“Among the presidents I have known 
was one who was a candidate for 
twenty years before he was elected. 
His life was embittered by the swarm 
of men who came down upon him with 
promises that he had long forgotten 
and promises made by his friends in 
previous campaigns.” 

He did not name the president, but 
it was.evidently James Buchanan. 

Colonel Watterson has _ enthusias- 
tically indorsed the arbitration treaties 
with France and Great Britain, and is 
giving the very best of his ability in 
urging their ratification by the sen- 
ate. 

He has been a traveler in many for- 
eign lands, and a keen observer of 
conditions in foreign countries. His 
belief, often expressed, is that the rar- 
ification of the arbitration treaties wil! 
give to this country great prestige 
abroad. 

Colonel Watterson was born in 
Washington in 1840. He served dur- 
ing the civil war as a confederate staff 
officer and chief of scouts in General 
Johnston’s army. Since 1868 he has 
been the editor of The Courier-Journal. 

He has attended democratic national 
conventions, must of the time as a del- 
egate, since 1872. He was temporary 
chairman of one convention and chair- 
man of the platform committee in 
the conventions of 1880 and 1888.

DAMAGING FIRE 
AT YOUNG HARRIS 


College Building Is Destroyed. 
Only Heroic Work Saves

Young Harris, Ga. December 21.—

The heroic work of the college stu- 
dents, who formed a fire brigade un- 
der the direction of members of the 
faculty, and citizens, was all that 
saved tthe entire town from being 
burned. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. 

A heavy gale was blowing at the 
time of the tire and this added to the 
danger of the confiagration. The stock 
of goods in the Jenkins building was 
practically ruined by the flames. The 
college buildings will, it is understood, 
be rebuilt at once, 

M. J. Cofer, of Atlanta, announced

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PUTTING GEORGIA LANDS ON PROBATION. 


What is, in effect, the putting of Georgia lands on probation 

with worthy prospective settlers comprises a plan advanced in a 
communication published elsewhere. from James L. Sibley, of 
Milledgeville, Ga. 
. Mr. Sibley sets forth the very commonsense view that hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of thrifty and experienced farmers from 
other sections are anxious to locate here, but are loath to give up 
a sure living at home until it has been positively demonstrated to 
them that Georgia can offer a better substitute. 

To such Mr. Sibley proposes to land-owners to turn over a 
suitable plant for trial purposes. The tenant would retain a cer- 
tain percentage of the crops he might select to raise. The trade 
would be secured by such . guarantees of mutual good farth as | 
would insure that only the highest class of settlers, men in earn- 
est, would offer, and that the owner would lose nothing by the 
deal. 

In brief, Mr. Sibley’s plan is based on the history-old saw that 
“seeing is believing.” Adopted universally, and with proper pre- 
cautions, throughout Georgia, it might prove of signal efficacy in 
attracting the most desirable class of settlers.

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CHRISTMAS ON MARS. 


Pity the Martians! 

According to reports received from the big observatory at 
Flagstaff, Ariz., and from other reliable astronomical authorities,

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“SCHEDULE K” THEN AND NOW. 


It is to be feared Mr. Taft has not helped himself or his party | 
in his attitude toward “Schedule K” (the wool schedule), as re-| 
vealed in his message accompanying the findings of the tariff 
board. The tariff board unearths considerable reaping of undue 
and illogical harvest in the duties on wool and woolens. Where- 
upon, President Taft says the customs on wool and woolens are 
“prohibitory” and must come down. 

In other words, he is now recommending to congress to enact 
the exact reductions he vetoed during the latest’ special session, 
on the ground that they were made in the dark. It appears the 
bill framed by the democrats, and passed through the senate with 
the co-operation of insurgent republicans, was framed conspicu- 
ously in the light and would have afforded the country relief from 
“prohibitory” duties months before the chances now held out by 
the president. As it is, a schedule which the president himself 
branded many months ago as “indefensible,” remains on the stat- 
ute books to take toll of the consumer. 

The situation is unfortunate. 

If the wool schedue is “prohibitory” now, it also stands to 
reason that other schedules put up to the .president by the dem- 
ocrats for revision are prohibitory. Yet the president vetoed them, 
along with Schedule K. So that “waiting for light” from the tariff 
board has cost the country money all along the line in customs 
duties, not to mention tariff agitation which should long ago have 
been quieted. |

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THE UNIVERSITY AND CORN CULTURE, 


According to government reports for the year 1910, the av- 
erage corn yield of Georgia ran between fourteen and twenty bush- 
els to the acre, with here and there a better spurt.

Aggressively and with intelligence, the college has preached 
the gospel of intensive cultivation, establishing clubs right and 
left, and by its practical demonstrations upon its own acres and 
upon the various farms of the state, shown young, middle-aged and 
elderly Georgians the potentialities lurking in the soil of their na- 
tive state. 

In a way, the propaganda has revolutionized agriculture in| 
Georgia, and is destined to work still farther changes, as the farm- 
ers more and more catch the spirit and see the assertions of the 
scientists verified by the swelling figures of bank accounts.

The Sibley Plan of. a 
“Trying Georgia” 

Editor Constitution: While perhaps 
not one-tenth of the advertising has 
-been'.done for Georgia .that has ‘been 
done for Florida and other states, yet 
such advertising as your Homeseek- 
ers’ Edition, and other efforts, are hav. 
ing their effect, and one can find on 
most every train. headed for this state 
people who by their appearance, as well 

their conversation, clearly indicate 
that their object is to “spy out the 
lafid,” and if possible locate in the 
Empfre State of the South.

“The cost of a suit of clothes fr i 
the: back of a sheep to the back po 
man is computed in the report and the 
profits which accrue in the process are 
traced to their sources. For purposes 0: 
computation the board takes a suit of 
clothes retailing at $23 and wholesalin= 
at $16.50. This is said to represent 
fairly the suit of clothes worn by the 
average American. 

“The farmer receives for the wool in 
such a suit $2.23, and his profit is 68 
cents; the manufacturer of cloth re- 
ceives for his product $4.78, and his 
profit is 23 cents; the wholesale cloth- 
ing dealer receives for the product 
$16.50, and his profit is $2.18: the retail 
clothing dealer receives $23, and his 
eae is $7.50. The figures are aggre-

IN THE UNITED STATES 


This Country Will Not Have to 
Depend on Germany 
Much Longer.

Washington, December 21.—The 
United “ States will not have to de- 
pend on Germany much longer for its 
potash with which to make fertilizer, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson stated 
today. In the near future the United 
States should be able not only to sup- 
ply its own needs, but also to export 
a considerable amount of potash, he 
said. 

The principal. source of American 
potash, the experts of the agricul- 
tural department report, will be in the 
kelp or seaweed of the Pacific coast. 
This plant extracts potash salts from 
sea water and from 25 to 35 per cent 
of its weight is potassium chloride. 
The Pacific coast should yield annually 
about 1,000,000 tons, worth $40,000,000,

Chicago, December 21.—-Denying 
every material allegation made by the 
government against the ten Chicago 
packers on trial before United States 
District Judge Carpenter for violation 
of the criminal sections of the Sher- 
man law, “Attorney George T. Buck- 
ingham today outlined the case of the 
defendants in an opening statement to 
the jury. 

The defense met defeat when Judge 
Carpenter, at the opening of court, de- 
nied motions to eliminate counts two 
and three from: the indictment and to 
have the jury disregard statements 
made by District Attorney Wilkerson 
in his opening argument regarding cer- 
tain acts of thé defendants prior to the 
three-year period covered by the in- 
dictment. 

Attorney Buckingham described 
detail the method of buying, selling 
and accounting used by the packers, 
and declared that the unusual nature 
of the business made some such sys- 
tem absolutely necessary.

That the weekly meetings of packers, 
held prior to 1902, were for the sole 
purpose of preventing the overstocking 
of the market with perishable fresh 
meat and not to fix prices or suppress 
competition.

Meek expects to present the discs to 
her special friends who have talking 
machines or hope to. 

Mrs. Meek’s delightful soprano voice 
had a wide concert reputation before 
she came to Atlanta, where she is an 


artistic favorite. 


It is indeed a beautiful rendition of 
the familiar aria. Every tone preserves 
its actual sweetness, and is reproduced 
as smoothly and clearly as the voice. 


Mrs. Meek’s description of the way 
the record was made 1s interesting. 

The phonograph into which she sang 
had as its background a glass screen 
cr wall, and the big horn receiving the 
voice received also the impression of 
the orchestra, which was seated behind 
the singer on platforms raising then: 
te the level of the receiver. Ordinarily 
Mrs. Meek stood close to the horn, but 
she was instructed to draw back a 
foot or so when she took notes in the 
higher register in order to avoid i 
crashing or broken-up tone which is 
the result of high notes sung too di- 
rectly into the receiver. The reason, of 
course, is the faster vibration of the 
high tones which thus clash against 
each other.

Enthusiastic Reception Given 
His Address in Favor 
of Treaties. 


New Orleans, La., December 21.— 
Despite inclement weather an audi- 
ence filled the large assembly room of 
the Progressive Union tonight to hear 
Col. Henry Watterson, of Louisville, 
Ky., editor of The Courier-Journal, de- 
liver a speech in behalf of the pro- 
posed-arbitration treaties between the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France. Colonel Watterson made an elo- 
quent appeal and he was enthusiastic- 
ally applauded. 

Colonel Watterson said ae was 
amazed at misconceptions attached to 
the treaties in the south. 

He had no idea, he said, that the 
treaties could be used to force the 
payment of the confederate debt or of 
repudiated debts by southern states, as 
these treaties related to things here- 
after, not to matters heretofore.

For the purpose of securing federal 
and state appropriations sufficient to 
Place an agricultural expert in every 
agricultural county in the United

The splendid results ob- 
tained by the demonstration agents 
sent out by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and the various 
state agricultural colleges have at- 
tracted wide attention and it is now 
proposed to extend the benefits of the 
work of these men‘by having such an 
agent placed in every county in the 
United States in which agriculture is 
the principal industry 

Many Are Interested, 

Among the men prominent in the 
National Soil Fertility League are 
President Taft, William Jennings Bry- 
an, Hon. Champ Clark, James J. Hill 
and B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the 
Frisco lines. J. S&S. B. Thompson, of 
Atlanta, president of the Atlantic Com- 
press Company, and M. V. Richards, 
land and industrial agent of the South- 
ern railway, have been appointed mem- 
bers of the advisory committee and 
will ably represent the interests of the 
southeast in the councils of the league. 

Mr. Thompson Enthusiastic. 

Mr. Thompson has entered enthus- 
lastically into the work of the league 
and will do everything in his power to 
aid in carrying on the work which it 
has undertaken. He believes thorough- 
ly in the work Leing done by the dem- 
onstration agents and is confident that 
the federal government and various 
States can make no wiser investment 
than by providing for the extension of 
this work on a great scale. 

“The work which has been done by 
the demonstration agentg of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture in 
getting farmers to use scientific meth- 
ods has undoubtedly been one of the 
greatest things ever attempted for the 
advancement of the country,” says Mr.

The 
beginner at the sport must learn how 
to judge distance even more aécurate- 
ly than the marksman. He must study 
the problems of light and speed if he 
is to catch his game on the wing or 
running. He must learn to think 
quickly and act promptly in focusfng 
end regulating the stop, and he will 
fird camera target practice at the lesa 
shy and difficult subjects near home 
quite ag fascinating as popping away 
at tin cans or clay pigeons with fire- 
arms.

Street Noises Compel Mega- 
phones in School Rooms. 


Little wonder that we are rapidly 
becoming known as a nation of neu- 
rasthenics,‘or that multitudes of chil- 
dren are predisposed to nervous af- 
fections before they graduate from 
the public schools. Until the city or- 
dinances provide for quiet zones for 
the schools, teachers and scholars in 
all densely populated cities must 
necessarily suffer—and it is worth 
while to bear -in mind that municipal 
officials are not apt to think of pass- 
ing reform ordinances unless they are 
urged to such action pb persistent 
citizens, McCall's agazine for 
January. — 

In the city of Buffalo there is one 
school in which the teachers are 
obliged to resort to the use of mega- 
Phene: in order to convey their in- 
structions to their pupils. New. York 
teachers have not yet gone quite so 
far as that, but many ef them do not 
Fesitate to say that when the school 
room windows are open they are 
compelled to-depend more upon their 
eyes tnen upon their ears or voices, 
writing their examples upon the black- 
board ana reading their angwersa from 
the pupils’ lip movements. 

We spend millions of dollars annual.- 
ly—we citizens of America—in provid- 
ing handsome and sanita school 
buildings, in which our children may 
acquire their education under, abso- 
lute hygienic conditions. We employ 
an efficient corps of inspectors whose 
duty it is to see that no disease can 
enter the school building by way of 
defective plumbing, unhealthy base- 
ments or uncleansed stairways and 
class rooms. And al! the while our 
efforts are being nullified by simple 
lack of ventilation, directly due to the 
ceaseless racket in the streets. 

Tne Society for the Suppression of 
Unnecessary Noise was formed pri- 
marily for the benefit of the sick and 
suffering, and its urgent appeal on 
bel + lf of those who were incapacitated 
from pleading for, themselves (first 
awakened the public mind to a reali- 
zat’on of the injustice and the bru- 
tality of needless racket. Since then, 
the sentiment has become widespread 
that it is sheer folly tamely to submit 
to distressing ang nerve-racking noise, 
and the public press now daily voices 
the complaints of the sufferers. All 
over the United States committees, 
boards, a clations and clubs are 
takin- up tk fight, and no fewer than 
six European countries, following our 
initiative, have organized anti-noise 
societies, one of which already num- 
bers about forty local brancheg. 

The crusade is, of course, intended 
rather for the relief of the poor than 
of the rich, for the unfortunate poarer 
denizens of the city eannot leave it 
even during the summer months, when 
the scourge of noise is least endur- 
able. The rich can and do escape from 
the hot, noisy, sleepless city before 
the open-window season really begins, 
but the dweller in the tenement house 
—and even in the cheaper class of 
apartment houses—knows well what 
physical and mental suffering is im- 
posed by the unrestricted din in the 
city streets. 

The fact that both teachers and 
pupils suffer acutely from the street 
noises, apd that the difficulty of their 
work is doubied as a result thereof, 
was impresseq upon me very forcibly 
last winter, when @ petition on this

Reckless Philanthropy.

Thus in 
ten years the increase would pay the 
entire cost of the canal, or 3$750,- 
000,000.

Most rational minded 
Americans, however, will take issue 
with Mr. Barrett as to the sanity of 
pene py moon to make the United States 
confer upon the shipping of foreign 
nations the colossal subsidy which free 
passage through the canal would rep- 
resent.

@ign nations, already possessing a 
merchant marine, and not only would 
the change of any annual $75,000,000 
increase for American trade be largely 
diminished, but the probability is that 
the advantage given to our competitor@ 
would ruin the commercial prospects 
for the realization of which our gov- 
ernment to a large extent was moved 
to conceive and execute the canal proj- 
ect. What Mr. Barrett proposes ts a 
kind of national philanthropy tanta- 
mount to killing the goose that lays 
the golden eggs.

Capt. Kolb Denounces Some of 
Speaker’s Statements, and 
Meeting of Cotton Men Ends 
Aruptly—Thompson’s Criti- 
cism Unfair, Says Staten. 


New Orleans, La., December 21.— 
Newspapers of the south which have 
criticised Colonel Robert M. Thomp-' 
son, the New York cotton speculator, 
and his plan for financing the surplus 
portion of the south’s cotton crop, 
were bitterly arraigned tonight by 
William H. Staten, the representative 
of Colonel Thompson, in a talk before 
representatives of the cotton farming 
industry, in the assembly room of the 
Grunewald hotel. 

Following Mr. Staten’s defense of the 
praposed financing plan, a heated col- 
loqgty ensued between him and Cap- 
tain R. F. Kolb, commissioner of agri- 
culture of Alabama. Captain Kolb em- 
ployed very plain language in de- 
nouncing certain statements of Mr. 
Staten, and the meeting was abruptly 


adjourned. 


Captain Kolb Announced that he 
had not only withdrawn his accept- 
ance Of a trusteeship in the proposel 
organization to carry into effect Colo- 
nel Thompson’s plan, but had advised 


the cotton planters of Algbama and of | 


the south against participating in the 
plan. 
‘ “Not Acceptable to South.” F 

“This plan will not be acceptabte to 
the farmers of the seuth,” declared 
Captain Kolb. “When I accepted the 
trusteeship, ldid not know the details 
of the plan, and since learning them 


‘and observing that the plan is calcu- 


lated to do injury to the cotton plant- 
er, IJ have undertaken to advise the 
farmers of Alabama against it.” 

Captain Kolb denied Mr. Staten’s as- 
sertion that the plan meets with the 
indorsement of Charles 5, Barrett, 
president of the National Farmers’ 
Union, and added that he had Mr. Bar- 
rett’s statement of opposition to it in 
writing. 

In his address, Mr. 
that Colonel Thompson propvsed his 
plan for financing a portion of the 
cotton crop at the earn<cst sol-citation 
of “southern gentlemen” in cCungress, 
in business life and among faimers,. 
and the thanks he is getting fur his 
unselfish efforts to aid the southern 
planters are expressed iin columns of 
abuse and slander in newspapers of 
the south.

“Southern newspapers have referred 
to Colcnel Thompson,” he said, “as a 
‘trickster,’ and have intimated that he 
is attempting to hoodwink the cotton 
farmers’ with his plan. In the past I 
have returned to New York from the 
south with words of praise of the 
southern hospita:ity, but this time [I 
shall return with my head bowed in 
shame.

THEREFORE, I, John M. Slaton, President 
of the Senate, exercising the executive powers 
of the government as provided by Par. &, 
Section 1 of the Sth Article of the Constitution 
of this State and the laws in pursuance thereof, 
do issue this my proclamation ordering a spe- 
cial election for Governor, to fill the vacancy 
so occasioned. for the unexpired term, to be 
held on the 10th day of January, 1912. under 
the laws of this State governing general elec- 
tions. I also convoke the General Assembly of 


State, on the 24th day of January, 
10 o'clock a. m., 
deciare the result of said special election, or 
receive a majority of the whole number of 
votes cast at such special election, as provide’ 
in the Constitution of this State.
